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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 11 is intended to be incorporated with the 
rejection of claim 1. Maassen anticipated claims 1, 2, 6, 7, and 11. The first paragraph describing Maassen should be with respect to 
claims 1 and 11. Lock is defined as holding fast (http://wordnet.princeton.edu/perl/webwn?s=lock). An element made to keep something in 
place (column 3, line 33) would be a locking element by the definition above. It's understood that the intention of the invention is to create 
a more secure locking element, but as claimed Maassen teaches the invention of claim 1 . As for claims 10 and 12, the separation of the 
portion of the cap that creates this friction or pressure is the piece the examiner argues would be obvious to make distinct. As for Scott, 
sleeve (19) is shown in Fig. 2 to accommodate opening 18 in its outer surface, thus meeting the claim language. Further the cap (27) is 
positioned adjacent the right side of sleeve (19) via items 16 and 31 . Zhao is analogous art, and teaches creating energy efficient light, as 
stated in the last office action, the motivation to combine is to utilize a light source (column 7, lines 50-53) in order to create an energy 
efficient light (Abstract). As for the double patenting rejection, Scott is only used to teach a way to attached the cap of the copending 
application (10/510310). This could be done by simply using the mounts (16) and mounting holes (18) of Scott to attach the cap to the 
sleeve of the copending application . 
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
